day. 
Whether the killing wax a doubles 
murder or murder and suicide has nob 
yet been determined although reports 
were that no gun had been found. 
The 
bodies 
were 
discovered 
by 
George Albright, the girl’s uncle, a t 
whose home in Marysville she had 
been visiting, and by Joseph Ganszer, 
the boy’s father. 
The two men had 
been hunting the couple since mid­ 
night when they failed to return homo 
after having started out early last 
! evening to look for wild flowers. 
The place where the car was found 
is known as Lamb's Gap, a lonely spot 
in the Cumberland county hills, be­ 
tween Marysville and Carlisle. 
. 
Apparently one bullet had passed 
through the two bodies. 
Ganszer figured in a shooting affray 
a year and a half ago in the hills back 
of Marysville during which a young 
man was wounded. 
Both the boy and girl were shot 
through the body and State police and

tigating the case believe one Bullet 
killed both. Ganszer’* body wax lying 
on the running board and he apparent­ 
ly was shot as he was getting into

The girl’s body wax crum- 
i pled on the front seat beside tho 
steering wheel.

Hoover Cites Financial 
Chaos 
From 1867 to 1872 Through 
Publicity. 
W ashington, May 17. — Secretary 
Hoover in a formal statem ent Friday 
declared the provision of the new tax 
bill opening tax returns for inspection 
will jeopardize sm allbusinessandplace 
it at the mercy of larger competitor*. 
The secretary recalled that nub- 
licity of tax returns during the period 
of 1867 to 1872 contributed to “the in­ 
d u s tr y and financial chaos of tho 
tim e,” and charged that the provision 
of the new tax bill opens new fields for 
fraudulent concerns. 
“ I am advised th at the provision in 
the tax bill th at returns shall be open 
to inspection is so worded that they 
m ay not even have the very indefinite 
protection th a t lies around the other 
‘public documents,’ " said Mr. Hoover. 
“Even the protection of ‘public docu­ 
m ents' is insufficient guarantee of 
confidential character. 
> 
“We thus have serious jeopardy that 
a m an’s business may be revealed to 
his competitors. 
Large corporations 
already publish the**? facts through re­ 
ports to stockholders, and this re­ 
quirem ent therefore does 
not 
m a­ 
terially affect them. Such publication 
would be likely to become the basis 
of credit rating in the sm aller business, 
and the vital factor of character and 
reputation will be undermined by the 
tax return of any bad year, thus w ork­ 
ing grave injustice on firms undergo­ 
ing mom entary losses, or those that 
are unavoidable in tim es of depres­ 
sion. 
“It will enable strong com petitors to 
take advantage of the tem porary weak 
condition of smaller concerns, and on 
the other hand, fraudulent concerns 
would gladly pay a few thousand 'dol­ 
lars a year falsely disguised as profit 
in order to mislead the public. People 
who wish to disguise their wealth will 
!>o stim ulated to fu rth er evasion. 
It* 
can add nothing to revenue returns. 
“ It may be well recalled that pub­ 
licity of tax re?urns which was re­ 
quired during the period 1867 to 1872 
contributed to the industrial and fi­ 
nancial chaos of the time. One serious 
effect might be to undermine confi­ 
dence in the whole system of taxes on 
incomes, which would be a great pity.”
